Anti-Hill Men in New York Hold 


Their State Convention, 


Members ofthe People’s Party in Califor- 
nia Assembling at Stockton—Cleve- 
land Goes to the Beach

Cuicaco, May 31.—[By the Associated 
Press.| A large number of politicians 
were in the city today on their way to 
Minneapolis. Chairman Clarkson's 
party arrived this evening and the 
chairman at once locked himself in 
with several national committeemen: 
Congressman Allen of Michigan, an Al- 
ger advocate, was also therg, and the 
conference lasted a long time. Allen’s 
presence gave rise to a rumor that fina! 
arrangements were being made to 
spring a Blaine-Alger ticket. No ar- 
rangements were made tonight in re- 
gard to temporary chairman and Clark- 
son denied that there will be any official 
conference till after his arrival in 
Minneapolis. 


ANTI-HILL DEMOCRATS. 
hes ied Denounce the Snap Convention and 

Choose Delegates to Chicago. 

Syracuse (N. Y.,) May 31.—[By the 

Associated Press.| Democrats opposed 
to Hill and his midwinter snap conven- 
tion met in State convention here this 
afternoon. They were called to order 
by ex-Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles C. Fairchild, chairman of the 
State committee. [Fairchild made a 
brief speech in which he spoke of the 
strength of the movement against Hill, 
and its growth since the convention was 
called, aud said: 


We have only to go onina spirit of jus- 
tice tirmly and calmly to accomplish what I 
believe will do more for, the Democratic 
party inthe State of New York than all 
otner political inovements in the last gen- 


eration...

man. On takingthe chair he spoke at 
considerable length, beginning with this | 
declaration: 


This convention is a halt on the march to 
the National Democratic Convention at 
Chicago pf anarmy of 200,000 New York 
Democrats and of as many more enlisted 
sympathizers. They go to wage war 
against their disfranchisement in that con- 
vention by leaders who have made crafty 
use of party machinery for personal ends, 
and who have overridden the time-honored 
customs and usages of the Democratic 
party. Weclaim under these nsages our 
right to insist at Chicago that the call for 
and manipulation of the February conven- 
tion was an abuse of trust and a violation 
of Democratic rights in this State: that its 
proceedings then misrepresented a large 
-element.of disfranchised Democrats, and 
now misrepresent an overwhelming senti- 
ment which has since grown to vast propor- 
tions throughout the State. if our strength 
did not lie in the will of the people, the sun 
would shine at midnight before the loyal 
Democratic. rank and file of this State 
would don the garb of contestants and give 
this cause its unprecedented growth and 
its clearly marked intensity of purpose, 
The people, neither disciplined, led nor or- 
ganized, are inthis movement. That is its 
strength, | 

The speaker then denounced the mid- 
winter convention and praised Cleve- 
land and tariff reform, He declared in 
favor of fair play forsMver, but not for 
the policy of attempting to protect it } 
against ‘‘gold bugs’’ by°the creation of 
“silver bugs."’ He asserted that the 
Democratic dissensions in New York 
would end at Chicago. 
reached the mention of Cleveland’s 
name the convention rose as one man 
and gave vent to its feclings in an ex- 
traordinary burst of enthusiasm. The 
speaker's reference to silver met with 
quick recognition. 

After the appointment of committees 
the convention took a recess. 


The convention reassembled at 4:15. 
The temporary organization was made 
permanent and the platform revised 
during recess was adopted. 


The platform declares that the most 
urgent necessity of the Union is a 
radical reform in the administration of 
the Federal Government. It denounces 
the Republican party for abuse of 
power during the past four years and 
says: 


Having control of the executive and both 
branches of Congress, it pursued a course 
of extravagance, tyranny and _  frand@. 
Finding the treasury with a largé and in- 
creasing surplus, it disregarded its duty to 
relieve the people from oppressive tariff 
taxation and through the billion dollar 
Congress enacted appropriations antount- 
ing to $500,000,000 annually, most of 
them permanent, so that they cannot be 
reduced by the Democratic House without 
the concurrence of the Republican Senate. 
It has turned a magnificent surplus into 
danger of adeficiency. It went to lengths 
of ljegislation before unheard of by enact- 
ing the McKinley bill. It deprived the 
State of New York of its just representa- 
tion in Congress and the electora) college 
by a fraudulent census. It was gulity of 
fraudulent administration of the Pension 
OMmce, It reached a climax of partisan op- 

mous *'Force Bill.” 


The platform then contrasts this with 
the wise, prudent Democratic adminis- 
tration of Grover Cieveland, who, in 
his message of December. 1887. pointed 
out the true mission of the Democratic 
party and though temporarily defeated, 
brought it to magnificent victories in 
1890 and 1891, and declares that New 
York shall not be a blank space en the 
Democratic map. The platform then 
denounces the McKinley act “at’ len gth 
in its effect on commercial develop- 
ments, etc. The silver plank !s.as fol- 
lows: | 


We approve of the use of both gold and | 


silver as money. but demand that gl! dol- 
lars, whether gold or silyer, shall be equal 
in. value to each other, in fact as well as by 
declaration oflaw. We are opposed to the 
free coinage of silver by the United States 
alone at the existing ratio of 16 to 1, be- 
cause we believe that free coinage at that’ 
ratio will result in the immediate disap- 
pearance of gold from the business of the 
country; that the use of silver will be a cer-

and lofty imtezrity of Grover Cieve- 
land; declares the choice over- 
whelmingly cf the Democrats in New 
York, and thatthe country may rely 
with confidence on his ability to carry 
the State triumphantiy in November; 
that by nominating him to lead the 
party in the approaching Presidential 
contest thé mational convention wiil 
carry out the almost unanimous wish of 
the party and seh consult the welfare 


that the comvention has no desire to 
force its preference onthe national 
convention, It recognizes that other 
States and Democrats have the same 
right to their views; wish of 
the party should prevail, and gives a 
pledge to support the candidate nomi- 
nated at Chicago. It instructs the dele- 
gation to act as a unit. 

The denunciation of the midwinter 
convention was greeted with applause, 
as was also the eulogy of Cleveland. 

The convention selected as delegates- 
at-large: A. E, Orr of Brooklyn, F. R. 
Coudert of New York, C. F. Bishop of 
Buffalo and Edward Fitzgerald of Troy. 

A supplementary resolution .was 
adopted warmly indorsing Cleveland 
and recommending him for nomination. 
After reading the list of district dele- 
gates the convention adjourned.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


Changes in Arrangement of the 
Southern Pacific Divisions. 


Rumors Concerning the Coast Line . 


A Santa Fe Special Train Runs to 
Santa Moniea. 


Examination — Heavy Eastbound 
Travel—Local and Per- 
sonal Mention, 


Some important and significant 
rumors are gaining currency regarding 
Southern Pacific intentions in Southern 
California. One of these rumors, which 
is strengthened by the presence in this 
city of Harry LaMont, right-of-way 


agent for the company, is to the éfféct 


that the Southern Pacific will proceed 
at once toadd to the mileage of the 
system in this section. The scheme of 
the railroad company to extend the 
present Santa Monica line from the 
terminus at thecafion up along the 
coast to Santa Barbara was exclusively 
explained in Tot Times when the Santa 
Monica extension project first became 
public. It 1s now said that the project 
as then outlined will be immediately 
pushed to its completion as _ soon 
as e right-of-way matters, sur- 
-and___ details. of _construction_ 
are completed. This accomplished, to- 
gether with the completion of the 
coast line now in progress of construc- 
tion, will give the Southern Pacific a 
road between Los Angeles and San 
Francisco that will not only be an im- 
provement on the present line but for 
tourist travel will be unsurpassed.

A MENACE TO THE NATION 


Fraudulent Naturalization by the 
Wholesale. 


Blaine’s Absenée from a Cabinet 
Meeting Causes Gossip. 


Sherman Begins His Great 


Senator 
Speech on Silver.

WasHINGTON, May 81.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Senator Hiscock today 
presented a memorial signed by Elihu 
Root, Horace Porter, Joseph M. Drexel, 
Cornelius Bliss and others, without re- 
gard to political affiliations, asking that 
a committeebe- ted to inquire 
into the system of naturalization in 
New York city, to the end that remedial 
legislation may be devised and enacted 
with reference thereto. They set-forth 
that the immigration records show that 
in 1891 over 200,000 foreigners came 
to this country from Europe, but a 
small proportion of whom can either 
read, write or spéak the English lan- 
guage, and they are wholly ignorant of 
our laws and the principles of our Gov- 
ernment; that there seems reason to 
beiieve that immediately prior to the 
last election in New York State natu- 
ralizations were accompanied by great 
irregularities and extensive frauds. In 
a single court in New York during the 
first twenty days in October there were 
nearly 7000 naturalizations, of which 
about 6000 were by one judge. 

‘It is obvious,’’ says the memorial, 
‘that a system of naturalization which 
can produce results with such startling 
rapidity must be defective and there is 
reason to believe that the results were 
made possible by wholesale perjury. 
These evil practices are constantly 
adding a most undesirable element to 
our community by the surrender of’a 
material part of our power of self- 
government to men who are really 
aliens, ignorant and wholly unfit to 
govern themselves or us.”’ 


BLAINE WAS NOT THERE. 


His Absence from a Cabinet Meeting 
Causes Some Comment. 
Wasuineton, May 81.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| The Cabinet meeting to- 
day was attended by all members except 
Secretaries Blaine, Elkins and Foster.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


WasHINGTON, May 31.~ the. Asso- 
ciated Press.| Senate. In the Senate 
the calendar was laid asiue at 2 o’clock 
and the bill to provide for the free coin- 
age of gold and silver was taken up.

In a passing 
allusion to the national banking system 
Mr. Sherman said that. those banks 
would soon pass away, not because they 
were not the best banks in the world, 
but because the United States tonds 
on which they rested would be 
paid off. He insisted that the sys- 
‘tem: fully justified itself. He said that 
the discontinuation of the coinage of 
silver dollars in 1873 and the substitu- 
tion of the trade dollar were made upon 
the representations of California and 
other sjlver States, which wanted to 
transport. silver to China, The only 
trouble about the law was that Sena- 
tors could not see ahead. If it had been 
known that silver was going to fall as 
rapidly as it did he would have kept the 
silver dollar and put it on the same 
footing as fractional silver. The sus- 
pension of silver coinage by the Latin 
Union and the increase in the produc- 
tion had given great blows to silver. It 
was not true that he was unfriendly to 
silver. |

HAWAIIAN PLOTTERS. 


An Island Conspiracy ‘Comes to a 
Sudden Ending. 


Arrest of the Leaders on Charges of Trea- 
son—The Deposition of Queen Lili- 
uokalani the Object of the 
Conspirators.

Hono.vuv, May 24, via San Francisco, 
May 81.—[By the Associated Press. | 
Again the capital city of the paradise 
of the Pacitic is aroused. The present 
prevailing excitement is caused by the 
arrest onthe morning of the 21st inst. 
of twenty wersons charged with 
crime of treason against the Hawaiian 
government. The persons arrested are, 
from information received by Marshal 
Wilson, members of the Hawaiian Pro- 
tective Association, and have for their 
object the overthrow of the existing 
form of government by deposing Queen 
Liliuokalani and establishing a Ha- 
waiian republic. 

_ The leaders of the movement are un- 
derstood to be Volney V. Ashford, the 
only white man arrested, a well-known 
agitator, and Robert W. Wilcox, whose 
character as an agitator and revolu- 
tionist is well known. These two were 
arrested, as were also George Markham, 
George Maxwell, Alexander Smith and 
Lot Lane, all of whom took part in the 
cmeute in 1889. Markham was then 
wounded severely and Lane and Smith 
were of the band which succumbed 
with Wilcox when dynamite bombs 
shattered the royal bungalow, where 
they had taken refuge. The rest of the 
party are Hawaiians previously un- 


News thatthe arrests were tobe 
made had been prevalent for some days 
and those informed judged that action 
would be taken on the occasion of the 
meeting of a Hawaiian branch of the 
Liberal party held on the evening of 
the 19th inst. On that night some 300 
Hawaiians met under the presidency of 
Hon. J. E. Bushland. Resolutions were 
passed unanimously setting forth that 
the time of legislative work is rapidly 
approaching andit is necessary that 
the people should now express openly 
their views on the situation of the coun- 
try and formulate the policy that they 
expect their representatives to carry 
out in the forthcoming legislature. The 
condition of public affairs in Hawaii 
was declared to be not satisfactory to 
the native Hawaiian people by reason 
of their disfranchisement through the 
revolutionary constitution of 1887, by 
reason of the apparent determination of 
those at present in authority to perpet- 
uate this disfranchisement, and also by 
reason of the financial incompetency of 
the administration and the partisanship 
of the courts, and ‘‘conspicuous and of-_ 
fensive appearance of an ignorant Ta- 
hitian waif as a power behind the 
throne.’’ This is understood to refer to 
Marshal Wilson, to whom the Liberals 
have given the nickname of ‘‘King Dol- 
abola.’’

Your committee on water supply, to 
whom was referred the matter of the in- 
sufficiency of the water supplied to the bill 
portion of the city, beg leave to report 
that we have conferred with the managers 
of the Citizens’ Water Company, and have 
secured a promise to do their utmost to 
meet the present needs of the people with 
the means at their command, but give no 
assurance that they can give any perma- 
nentreliéf, owing to the bad and worn out 
condition of their pipes, which will stand 
no pressure and are deficient in size. 
We, therefore, recommend that the City 
Engineer proceed to perfect details to plan 
No. 2, as adopted by the Council, and when 
completed the City Attorney draft an ordi- 
nance calling an election for the issuance 
of bonds, at as early a period as possible, 
to be used in the beginning of a water sys- 
tem to be owned by the city, either by the 
construction of new works or thé purchase 
of new works, or the purchase of the pres- 
ent works, or so much thereof as can be 
utilized in a new system. - 
This will put the city in a position 
to take advantage of any sale of the 
present works by the trustee, who gives 
no encouragment of their ever being 
reconstructed. If the Council, who are 
the representatives of the people, act 
indifferently in the matter, taking no 
steps to supply the hill portion of the 
city with an abundance of good, whole- 
some water, which the city owns, it 
will only be a question of time until the 
people will have to abandon their 
fhomes and inclose them with fire- 
bricks.

An 
effort has been made during the past 
year to introduce ,niversity extension 
in California, and ‘professors from 
Berkeley have delivered series of lec- 
tures on Shakespeare, medizval history 
and mathematics in San Francisco with 
great success and to constantly increas- 
ing numbers.’ President Kellogg paid a 
high tribute to the Chautauqua course 
.of study, inaugurated by Chancellor 
Vincent (now Bishop) and his -coadju- 
tors, which has done so much to spread 
abroad this idea of the extension sys- 
tem, giving a bent in that direction and 
awakening an appetite for knowledge 
among the masses. 3 
Coming down to practical sugges- 
tions, he made a proposition that, if a} 
sufficient number in Los Angeles were 
interested in this enterprise, the pro- 
fessor of history from Berkeley would 
doubtless come down during his summer 
vacation, which begins about July 1, 
and commence a series of lectures on 
history, returning at a later date and 
completing the course. Under the 
present gratuitous system the lecturer 
receives no emolument for his instruc- 
tion, but other necessary expensés 
would, of course, have to be met by in- 
dividual fees from the members. 
At the conclusion of President Kel- 
logg’s address, Rev. Dr. Thomson made 
some very pertinent remarks, calling 
attention to the simpiicity of language 
used by the speaker in presenting the 
Matter of university extension and} 
also referred to the recent ad- 
dress given by President Eliot 
of Harvard at the reception ten- 
dered him in this city, as furnishing 
another striking illustration of the fact 
that the leading educators of the pres- 
ent age use the simple, strong, racy 
anglo-Saxon speech, ‘‘The days of the 
Websters are gone forever, thank God,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘and the age of the Bible 
and Shakespeare is upon us. That 
grandiloquent hankering after Latin 
and Greek is gone nd the age of che 
strong, immorta! and more complete 
pure English specch is here.”’ 

Comparing the wonderful differ- 
ence in this respect between John 
Bright and Mr. Gladstone, he remarked: 
“If Gladstone hadused the simple, di- 
rect, strong language of pure English 
speech, he might have been Premier of 
England today.’”’ 

Dr. Thomson has had wide experience 
in both English and American univer- 
sity work. * Betore coming to this Coast 
he used tocross the Atlantic every sum- 
mer for the purpose ofcoaching the Ox- 
ford students for their examinations. 
Scarcely a man is avle to pass the ex- 
} aminations ~ithout this coaching pro- 
cess. Whereas the regular university 
teacherscram, the coach clarifies and 
gives the student the real principles.

Special Meeting of the City Coun

Steps Taken for Completing the 
Sewer System. 


Various Items of Local Interest Briefly 
Summed Up—Sunshine after Fog— 
People Coming .and 
Going. 


On Tuesday of next week the Schoo 
Trustee election will. be held. Although 
there are two candidates for the place—, 
neither of whom, it should be stated, sought 
the honor—the campaign so far has been 
conducted on strictly honorable lines and 
has been free from the bitterness that 
hitherto has characterized most of the local 
school elections. The ideais to carry on 
everything open and above board, present 
the question in all of its bearings and then 
let the voter cast his ballot in accordance 
with his convictions. | 

The special tax is what is at the root of 
the whole matter. Everything runs along 
smoothly until an election is called by- the 
trustees to vote a special tax to keep the 
schools running for the full term. One 
such callis customary eac_ fiscal year: the 
present year has been distinguished by 
two. . These matters warm up andthe fight 
is on. 

Because'a special tax has been called for 
in the past does not’prove absolutely that 
such ataxis necessary. One the present 
trustees, J. W. Wood, says that the schools 
have been conducted with all possible econ- 
omy. Another of the trustees, W. U. Mas- 
ters, says that there can be aconsiderable 
reduction in the present expenses, and that 
without impairing the efficiency of the 
schools. This is a negative. way of imply- 
ing that they are not now economically con- 
ducted. Some belive what Mr. Wood says 
and others believe Mr. Masters, and the 
matter of economy in school management 
is the only thing that cutsa particle of a 
figure in the dispute. It is not a matter of 
retrogression. Both sides want to see the 
schools kept up to their present high stand- 
ard and both sides know that this is what 
the other side wants to do, notwithstand- 
ing assertions to the cohtrary by a few hot- 
headed enthusiasts. The question is how 
much can it be done for, or in other words 
ls not some money being needlessly spent 
at present. 
Some of the taxpayers think that ther 
is too much money being paid out for spe- 
cial instructors in penmanship, mu- 
sic and drawing. Friends of the pres- 
ent management urge. that such instruc. 
tors are absolutely essential to good work 
—that the average teacher is not qualified 
to teach such things. The fact, however, is 


graduates of nornial schools, and that be- 
fore graduating from such schools rigid ex- 
aminations must be passed in these very 
cepartments. Certainly, then, a Normal 
school graduate should be qualified to 
teach penmanship, music and. drawing as 
well as reading, writing and arithmetic, 
the examinations being equally compre- 
hensive in all of these branches. If there 
is acrying necessity for special instructors, 
what néed is there of schooling the ordi- 
nary teacher in studies which they are aft. 
erward not deemed quaiified to teach. 
rhis is one way in which a saving might be 
effected. 
There are others. 
After Mr. Boynton had consented to be- 
come a candidate ona platform favoring, 
if possible, the abolishmenj of a special 
tax, a prominent leader of the opposition, 
who believes in such taxes, said to the re. 
rter: “‘We have tried it and know thata 
special tax isanecessity. I, for one, am 
in favor of giving Mr. Boynton’s friends a 
clean sweep sq that afterthey have got 
their man in they will find out for them- 
selves that they are wrong, which will be 
the easiest way to prove ourselyes right.’’ 
That manthen did not, nor does he now, 
believe Mr. Boynton or his friends would 
allow the schools to retrograde, and yet he 
today isone of Dr. Van Slyck’s most ar- 
dent supporters, andis using what infiu- 
ence he has to assist that gentleman’s 
cause. 
Mr. Boynton has had published a paper 
setting forth the reasons for his candidacy. 
The following pertinent remarks bearing 
on the subject of special taxation are 
quoted: ‘Special taxation cannot be relied 
upon fora certainty of funds to complete 
the school term. Were the special tax to 
fail at a critical time the disastrous re. 
sujts,in a double sense, would be vastly 
greater than could possibly follow froma 
wise and economical administration of the 
affairs -of the district inthe beginning. 
Special taxation under circum- 
star.ces, is burdensome and _  unneces- 
Say and cannot possibly be main- 
tainel without great turmoil, dis. 
satisfaction and distress. All matters of 
public interest involving the expenditure 
of money raised by taxation, should re- 
ceive the most serious consideration on the 
art of the people. This, effort on our part 
“ elect Mr. Boynton as a trustee is in- 
fluenced by a determination to improve 
our school system in the interest of the 
student, the teacher and the public wel- 
fare.’’ 

Pasadena has had good schools on the 
special tax system. Why not give the 
proposition of having good schools without 
aspecial tax a trial? If it works every- 
body will be better off; ifit don’t we will 
only be where we arenow. _— -

The services of ex-City Engineer Mayer 
were engaged to complete the engineering 
part of the sewer works at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $750. 

A communication was read from J. R. 
Greer of the Pasadena Hardware Company, 
in which he agreed to make certain con- 
cessions in the price of sewer pipe as for. 
mer} upon in a contract signed 
thrée years Mf. "Greer’s” proposition 
was accepted. 

A resolution was adopted to the effect 
that all payments for sewer work be made 
hereafter in cash instead of bonds. 

A petition for changing the fire limits 
was read and referred to the Committee on 
Fire and Water. 

The meeting then adjourned.
